A PARABLE: Not for the Shepherd, Not for the Sheep 


EAD with me Matthew 5:17-20. 

“Think not that I am come to de- 
stroy the law, or the prophets: I am 
not come to destroy, but to fulfil. For 
verily I say unto you, Till heaven and 
earth pass, one jot or one tittle shall 
in no wise pass from the law, till all 
be fulfilled. Whosoever therefore shall 
break one of these least command- 
ment, and shall teach men so, he shall 
be called the least in the kingdom of 
heaven: but whosoever shall do and 
~ teach them, the same shall be called 
great in the kingdom of heaven. For 
I say unto you, That except your 
righteousness shall exceed the right- 
eousness of the scribes and Pharisees, 
ye shall in no case enter into the king- 
dom of heaven.” 

This scripture plainly declares to us 
that Christ came to fulfill every aspect 
of the law. He came not only to ful- 
fill the actual legal requirements of 
the law but also to fulfill the spiritual 
application. Paul speaks of the Old 
Testament scriptures as a schoolmas- 
ter to bring mankind to Christ, and 
that there are aspects of the law that 
are still applicable and required of us 
to fulfill in the dispensation of grace. 

Christ fulfilled the Old Testament. 
Look with me first of all at the Old 
Testament scriptures and at the re- 
quirements of the law that Christ ful- 
filled. We will examine first Christ’s 
fulfilling of the law and then we will 
examine the other aspects of the law 
that are still required of us today. 

First of all, the law of sacrifices was 
fulfilled in Jesus Christ. The blood 
offerings were a foreshadowing of the 
sacrifice of Christ. Hebrews 9:1-7 tells 
us of this. No longer do we have to 
offer sacrifices by the shedding of ani- 
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mal blood, for Christ has become the 
complete sacrifice. 

Second, the law of Sabbaths in the 
truest sense of the word has been ful- 
filled, for we no longer worship on the 
seventh day. We worship on the first 
day which is the Lord’s day. We com- 
memorate the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ from the dead on the first day 
which is Sunday. 

Then according to Hebrews 9:24-28 
the laws of the Levitical priesthood 
were fulfilled in Jesus Christ. He ful- 
filled their requirements and no 
longer does salvation depend upon the 
Levitical order, but our salvation is 
through the high priestship of Jesus 
Christ. 

The Ten Commandments were 
given to us in the Old Testament as a 
medium of regulating the conduct 
and the relationship of man, first of 
all with God, and then with mankind. 
The Ten Commandments divide them- 
selves into two major divisions: du- 
ties to God and duties to mankind. 
Jesus: Christ sums up these require- 
ments in the 22nd chapter of Mat- 
thew where He tells us we are to love 
God with all our heart, which is duty 
to God; then we are to love our neigh- 
bor as ourselves, which is duty to 
man. 

We are instructed to fulfill the Old 
Testament laws. Christ says in Mat- 
thew 5 that not one jot or tittle of the 
Old Testament law shall pass away 
until all shall be fulfilled. Look with 
me now at some of the other aspects 
of the law which are still required of 
us. 

First of all, the law of obedience. 
To know His will is to be accountable 
to do it, both in the Old Testament 
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and the New. 


Second, the law of holiness. Lhe 
Old Testament law placed strict re- 
quirements upon man as far as per- 
sonal holiness and bodily separation 
was concerned. The New Testament 
scripture tells us in Romans 12:1, 2 
that we are to offer ourselves a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God. 
We are to separate ourselves from the 
things of this world. 


Third, the law of charity. In the Old 
Testament we were to do unto others 
as we would have them do unto us. 
That is Old Testament law; that is 
New Testament requirement. 


Fourth, the law of finances. The 
patriarchs of the Old Testament paid 
tithes even before the Levitical priest- 
hood was set in order. Abraham paid 
tithes to Melchisedec, king of Salem. 
In 1 Samuel 8 and in Deuteronomy 14 
the Old Testament scripture tells us 
that a tenth of eyerything belongs to 
God. The tenth of the increase of our 
goods, of our salaries, of our income 

elong to Him. In Genesis 28:22 we 
are told that the tenth of our income 
is considered .a just return to God for 
His blessings to us. In Leviticus 27: 
80 we are told again that everything 
under the law belongs to God. In an- 
other place God reminds the children 
of Israel that it was God that gave 
them the power to get wealth. So the 
Old Testament scripture tells us that 
everything actually belongs to God. 
We are but stewards of His bountiful 
blessings to us. In Haggai 1:4-10 the 
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Old Testament writer reminds us that |. 


if we do not give to God that which 


belongs to Him, we are cursed. Hag- 


gai warned Israel that God had sent a 
curse because they had built their 
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houses of cedar and had neglected the 


- house of God. And then he makes 


some very strong applications when he 
tells them that they have earned 
money to place it in a bag with holes. 
In other words, because they ne- 
glected God’s house, the curse and 
the judgment of God rested upon 
them. The well known scripture, Mal- 
achi 3:9, tells us that we are guilty of 
robbing God if we do not pay to Him 
a tenth of that which we receive. 


In Matthew 23:23 we find these 
- words, “Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye pay tithe 
or mint and anise and cummin, and 
have omitted the weightier matters of 
the law, judgment, mercy, and faith: 
these ought ye to have done, and not 
to leave the other undone.” In other 
words, Christ says that they should not 
have omitted the weightier matters of 
the law which are judgment, mercy 
and faith but also they should not have 
left the other undone. They should 
have paid the tithe but they should 
have shown the attitudes of mercy and 
judgment and of faith as well. So 
Christ substantiates the teaching of 
the paying of tithe as a principle of 
God in the New Testament scriptures. 
- Paul writes in 1 Corinthians 16:2 that 
we are to give systematically on the 
first day of the week. This is God’s 
program for the maintenance of our 
church. 


Paul says in 1 Corinthians 6:19, 20 
we are to give because we are not 
our own, but because we are bought 
with a price. Actually, nothing is ours 
—we are only His stewards. All that 


we have we have received from God. 


We are but stewards of the bountiful 
grace of God. In II Corinthians 9:6 
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Paul =e that we are to give with a 
willing heart. If we sow sparingly we 
shall reap sparingly, but if we give 
abundantly and willingly and joyfully, 
we shall reap an abundant harvest for 
our joyful giving. 

In II Corinthians 12:18 Paul men- 
tions the fact that when he came to 
Corinth he did not lay upon them any 
personal obligation and he says, “For- 
give me this wrong.” In other words 
he said, “I was guilty of wronging you 
in not requiring you to aid me finan- 
cially.” 

Paul says the principle of spiritual 
giving and regular contributions to the 
work of God, to the cause of Christ, 
to the minister of God, is a spiritual 
obligation that brings with it great 
spiritual blessing. Let me sum up the 


Old Testament scriptures and_ the. 


New Testament statements with this 
fact: the tithing of our income to the 
work of God results in our being con- 


cerned more definitely about God's 
work than we have ever been before. 
The scripture says that where the 
treasure is, there will the heart be also. 
When we give to the church — support 
the program of the church — automat- 
ically our interest and our concern go 
with our natural treasures. We will 
love the church more as we support 
it carefully. Secondly, this principle 
of systematically giving a tenth of our 
income to the work of God and to the 
church will result in a broken spirit. 


The attitude of concern and giving — 


will result in a compassion of spirit 
and soul. Thirdly, systematically giv- 
ing a tenth of our income to the work 
of God is a walk with Christ. Christ 
gave His life, His body, His blood 
upon the cross. “For God so loved the 
world that He gave” is the spirit of 
love and the spirit of God. And as 
we give, the same spirit of giving be- 
comes a portion of our lives. End 
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TITHE - Principle, Not Impulse 


A faithful father provides for his children out of duty to them, not because 
he has the impulse to do so. Reasponsible people get to work on time and 
strive to be efficient on the job for the sake of principle, not when they feel the 
whim to be present or when the urge hits them to work. Good citizens obey 
the law for the sake of the community, not when it strikes their fancy to comply. 

And so it is in tithing. Christians who take their life in Christ seriously, 
tithe out of the Scriptural principle, not impulse. Herein lies a truth which 
must be understood if the full effect of our effort for God is to be realized. We 
cannot allow ourselves to be guided in our financial support of the kingdom 
of God by our “feelings.” We must be guided by something more basic — we 
must be guided by God’s Word. 

This is not only important for the effect our tithe may have on the church, 
but for the effect it most definitely has on us. In fact God does not want your 
tithe for the help it brings to the church, but rather for the blessing which you 
receive when, in the right attitude, a tenth of your income is brought to Him. 
If there were no other reward than knowing you were doing God's will, that 
would be reward enough. But all the spiritual and material returns make it 
doubly worth while. 

The full blessing of being a tither is not obtained in the haphazard, casual, 
random type giving. God does not bless that which is done on a whim. Rather, 
He blesses giving which is done with a pure heart, systematically and in a 
business like way. Because this is Scriptural. 
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__ WANHANKSGIVING Day is American 
—are Americans thanks-giving? 


On a cold, rainy November day in 
1943, a group of my classmates and 
I boarded a bus from Harvard Uni- 
versity, where we were taking a spe- 
cial course in Military Chaplaincy, 
and rode down to have our first 
glimpse of historical Plymouth Rock. 
We stood silent and filled with awe 
as we gazed at the monumental can- 
opy which enshrines Plymouth Rock 
and reflected upon the significant 
events which were encased in the 
memories of this cold, grey rock! 
The bleakness of the day served to 
enhance the spell which embraced us 
in a silent reverie. We envisioned the 
shadowy figures of 102 courageous 
men, women and children as they, on 
that memorable December 21, 1620, 
confidently stepped on the shores of 
a land which offered them the hope 
_ of religious freedom and an abundant 


4 life. Perhaps at that moment when 


they first touched the wave-splashed 
shore of their new land, there was a 
conviction that their struggle was over 
at last. Behind them lay the long, 
tortuous journey across the tempest- 
uous Atlantic Ocean with their only 
security having been that of a frail 
and inadequate sailing craft. How- 
ever as we walked across the street 

and up to Cole’s Hill, where over half 
of these first settlers were buried dur- 
ing the first winter, having died from 
exposure and lack of proper food and 
care, we were reminded that in many 
respects their struggle was only be- 
ginning. 

Indescribable hardship, severe suf- 
fering, privation, bereavement and sor- 
row prefaced the first Thanksgiving 
Day! This question has staggered my 
thinking, “HOW could THEY have 
been so THANKFUL when they had 
so little of the comforts and blessings 
and securities of life, when we 20th 
century Americans scarcely pause to 
give thanks to God or man for the 
abundance which is ours?” 

The Pilgrims planned a special dav 
for giving thanks to God immediately 


_ following their first harvest. When 


the fall corn crop was gathered in 
1621, Governor Bradford of Plymouth 
Colony issued the call. The first pres- 
idential proclamation for the observ- 
ance of Thanksgiving was issued by 
George Washington in the vear 1789 
-as a day when the people of the vari- 
ous states would unite in praising God 
for material and spiritual blessings. 

In the thinking of many Americans 
today, even in our religious circles, 
the faith of our fathers is classified 
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as being “primitive” and perhaps, out- 
moded in some respects. We have ad- 
vanced so far beyond their living 
standards, scientific knowledge and 
intellectual concepts of God, we no 
longer feel our dependence upon Him 
or any need to be thankful to anyone 
other than ourselves. And yet, as we 
reflect upon the admonition of Holy 
Writ, we are forced to conclude that 
thankfulness is one of the Christian 
graces which God evidently expects 
to find manifest in His children. Per- 
haps that man who has no knowledge 
of God, no revelation of the Lord Je- 
sus Christ through the power of the 
Holy Spirit, no touch of the divine 
upon his life cannot be expected to 
comprehend or fully appreciate 
Thanksgiving Day. 

Is it possible for a believer, re- 
deemed by the blood of Christ, justi- 
fied through faith in the eyes of an 
Almighty God, promised the supply 
of all temporal needs and assured of 
eternal life after death — is it possible 
for one so endowed, so rich, so blessed 
to fail to render thanks and praise 
unto God?P 

Perhaps Christians have succumbed 
to the unthankful spirit which seems 
to prevail in the hearts and lives of 
many of those outside of Christ, who 
have no comparable assurance in this 
life or in the one to come. Thanks- 
giving may be classified as a relative 
thing. To the man who is starving for 


food a handful of corn might give oc- 
casion for great thanksgiving. To the 
man blessed with a full storehouse the 
same benefit would have little or no 
meaning. Can we then, measure our 
thankfulness by the lack or abundance 
of things which we may hold in our 
hands? Can we withhold praise and 
thanks to God on the basis that others 
have more than we and, therefore, 
there is no demand or obligation to be 
grateful for what we have? 

Probably not one of us as Christian 
men and women would be so rash as 
to openly say to God the reason we 
are not more vocal in our praise to 
Him is because we feel we do not have 
enough and perhaps He has neglected 
to fill our storehouses in what seems 
an equal measure to that of a neigh- 
bor. And yet, is that not the attitude 
which God may find in many of our 
hearts simply through our failure to 
express through possible avenues of 
expression our sincere and deep and 
abiding thanks and praise to God who 
has given “abundantly” of His grace 
and love and power to all who have 
been made “heirs of God and joint- 
heirs with Jesus Christ.” 

Perhaps we would do well as born 
again children of God, to erect a mon- 
umental “Plymouth Rock” before 
which we could gather and be re- 
minded of the abundance of good 
things which God continually showers

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A Parable: 


Not for the Shepherd 
Not for the Sheep

ANY references are made about 

the local pastor as the shepherd 
of the flock. And a fitting picture it 
is, indeed. “All we like sheep have 
gone astray” and have returned from 
being that “one lost sheep.” We have 
returned by the way of Door to the 
sheepfold, for there is no other way. 
There we receive our food after the 
manner that the Good, Great and 
Chief Shepherd instructed Peter, 
“Feed my sheep.” In fact, Peter 
passed this instruction on to his dis- 
ciples, “Feed the flock of God which 
is among you, taking the oversight 
thereof . . .” The term we so affec- 
tionately use for our minister, pastor, 
literally means shepherd and is taken 
from the Latin word pascere, meaning 
to feed. 

The picture that we generally asso- 
ciate with this comparison is that of 
the 28rd Psalm with its serenity, 
green pastures, comfort and depend- 
ence of the flock upon the shepherd. 
With this beauty, though, let us not 
forget some of the mutual obligations 
and duties that exist if this lovely pic- 
ture is to be complete. 

THE PASTOR 

In the San Joaquin Valley in the 
late summer, when the great wheat 
fields along the foothills have been 
harvested, vast flocks of sheep move 
through the stubble fields and garner 
them down to the last straw. It is hot 
and dry at that time of year and to 
think of lovely green pastures seems 
so out of place. It is inappropriate to 
expect the shepherd to provide much 
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comfort for the sheep, but more fitting 
to sympathize with the shepherd as 
he labors in the hot, dry, summer dust 
seeking to provide feed and water for 
the flock. But as we find this flock 
passing through a dry place, we know 
that the purpose for their existance 
has not changed from the time of re- 
freshing that they enjoyed in bygone 
green pastures. They are there for a 
definite purpose. That purpose is 
profit. Profit for whom? 

HIS CHURCH 

It is surely not profit for the sheep, 
because sheep have never been 
known to work for themselves, but are 
solely for the profit of their owners. 
Yet, they owe their existence to their 
owners and whatever pleasure or joy 
they know must be seen as coming 
from him. Some would say that the 
profit was for the shepherd. Some 
shepherds have been know, indeed, 
to attempt to “fleece” the sheep they 
care for — just for their own profit. 

In the San Joaquin Valley, however, 
most of the shepherds are not the own- 
ers of the sheep, but are Basque 
sheepherders who have been selected 
and brought to this country for this 
special duty. No, the profit is not for 
the shepherd, even though he has been 
specifically selected for the job; he is 
yet a hireling — but is certainly wor- 
thy of his hire. So the profit is not for 
the shepherd or for the sheep. 

THE CHURCH’S DUTY 

Most of the sheep in the San Joa- 
quin are owned by some businessman- 
rancher who, although not actually 
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conducting the day-by-day shepherd- 
ing-of his sheep, is vitally interested 
in the well-being of his sheep and his 
shepherds. We might refer to him as 
the chief shepherd or the shepherd-in- 
chief. The purpose for the existence 
of the sheep and the shepherd is for 
the benefit of the chief shepherd and 
for his profit alone. 

There are three ways which sheep 
produce a worthwhile profit for their 
owner: wool, meat, and reproduction. 


TITHES AND OFFERINGS 

Just by their very existence sheep 
produce wool. This is one of the 
means of profit for the sheep indus- 
try. Each year the sheep are sheared 
at the proper times; this is absolutely 
necessary. Without the shedding of 
the right amount of wool at the prop- 
er time, the lifetime production of 
each sheep will not be as great as it 
would be if the guidance for shearing 
given by the chief shepherd were ex- 
actly followed. It is from the profit of 
the wool that the administration of 
the sheep industry is sustained, and 
the chief shepherd provides the sal- 
aries for his selected shepherds. 

SERVICE 

Out of almost every flock some 
sheep are destined for slaughter to 
satisfy the desires of the world for 
the delicate taste of the meat of the 
lamb. Some sheep must give their 
lives for the profit of the chief shep- 
herd in order that his industry may be 
complete. Just as most of the sheep 
must live a fruitful life for the profit 
of their owner, some must die in his 
service. 

PERSONAL SOUL-WINNING 

One of the greatest desires of the 
chief shepherd, and, therefore, of his 
shepherds of the flock, is that the 
sheep multiply and that the flock 
grows. For as the flock reproduces it- 
self, there will be more wool and more 
lambs for meat and the flock will 
grow and grow until it fills all the pas- 
tures that the chief shepherd has pro- 
vided. The chief shepherd does not 
reproduce sheep, nor does the shep- 
herd of the flock increase the fold; 
but it is through the flock itself, un- 
der the healthy feeding and watering 
of the chief shepherd and his hireling 
shepherds that great increases will be 
accomplished. 

The very purpose of the existence 
of the sheep and their shepherd is for 
the pleasure and the profit of the 
Great, Good, and Chief Shepherd — 
not for the shepherd, not for the 
sheep! 

The sheep that does not bring profit 
to Him must be counted as worthless 
in His sight.
